S h rew d

years been p redicting that the craze for 
organization o f National 
Building and 1 
I/» an Associations would be followed by a j 
general failure and bankrup tcy of these j 
» « rf ietifiS, w hich would entail sev ere loss 
up on the small inv estors who nr*- usually 
the v ictims of this form <>f inv catm edt 
T he last two m onth - has affected the stand 
ing of sev eral of tie se cunp anics in which 
Dixon stockholders are interested, and 
it seems to he a p rop er time to call a tte n ­ 
tion to the w eakness of the system up on 
w hich these societies are ba-ed, and at 
the same time to dem onstrate that the v ery 
p oints which constitute the w eakness of 
the N ational Loan societies are a p roof of 
the correctness of the system up on which 
the local associations arc founded. 
T he so-called N ational Loan societies 
are organized at some p oint where hSad 
quarters are located, with a full line of 
officials, all of w hom are well salaried. 
They organize local boards in other towns, 
ostensibly to giv e local sup erv ision to the 
business, but really to help them sell 
stock 
They then send high-p riced so­ 
licitors, at large exp en« « ', iritoothertow na, 
and these men work among the m en of 
small means and encourage them to in 
v est. 
These com p anies hav e no object in or 
ganizing excep t to furnish good salaries 
to their officials. 
T heir weak p oints are as follows 
T he 
cost of soliciting sale of stock i- out of 
all p rop ortion to the re-mlt- accomp lished. 
T he salaries p aid their officials are larger 
than the business warrants. 
One Bloom­ 
ington Com p any shows $*2,0)0 p aid for 
exp enses in four years 
One Minneap olis 
Com p any show ed $220,000 p aid to ofti 
eers antl agents in two years time. These 
exp enses are inv ariably larger than with 
local com p anies fo r the reason th at in the 
National Comp anies, the officers hav e e n ­ 
tire control w ithout close insp ection from 
their stockholders, who liv e mostly in 
other tow ns and are usually not p aying 
m uch attention to these matters 
T h e main weakness, howev er, in these 
N ational Comp anies, lies in the fact, that 
there is no on« to look after the careful 
inv estm ent of the funds, who is m p erson 
al and constant watch of the stockhold­ 
er's interests. 
T h e officers of these comp anies get the 
money in their hands to inv est, 
T he 
tem p tation to loan it to their friends for 
p urp oses of real estate sp et ulation is great. 
N one of the officers will lose m uch it the 
inv estments turn out p oorly, hence the 
funds are loaned on p oor security to help 
out some friend of the officials, and as 
long as the money conies in freely from 
new sales of stock ev erything goes merry. 
By and by some of the stockholders begin 
to look into things and find their money 
inv ested on worthless security. 
T h e offi­ 
cers then exp ress great sorrow. 
They 
feel deep ly griev ed that their inv estm ents 
hav e p rov ed to be p oor ones, and that 
their exp enses hav e been so great, but the 
p oor stock holder has no redress, lie must 
swallow his m edicine and the officials may 
seek new fields of p lunder. 
The law 
holds no one liable. 
No system of in 
v esting money has ev er p rov ed 
to be 
p rofitable to the inv estor, w here the re 
billons betw een borrow er ami lender were 
so remote, and the direct moral resp ons 
iblity for safety of 
the inv estm ent so 
loosely gua rded as it is in these N ational 
Loan com p anic« . 
'Hit: claims of these com p anies that 
they can p ay large rates of p rofit on the 
stock and at the same time loan money 
cheap ly are absurd. 
No loan agency can 
return to inv estors any larger p ercentage 
than the rate it charges it 
borrow eis 
Any comp any loaning money at sev en 
p er cent will be doing well to return six. 
p er cent to the stockholders, after mak 
ing duo allowance 
for p ossible losses 
from p oor loans 
T he strength of the local associations 
lies in the following p oints 
They p ay 
no fees to solicitors for selling stock 
They p ay no high p rict d salaries, ami they 
make their inv estments right under the 
eyes of their stockholders, w here their 
loans can be criticised and insp ected by 
each inv estor ami w here 'h ere is a direct 
feeling of resp onsibility inv olv ed on the 
p art of the officers to satisfy the sto ck­ 
holders of their good judgm ent.
